FELT IN CALIFORNIA 


Reno, Nev., Dec. 29 — (JP) — 
Power /and telephone lines were 
knocked down and minor highway 
slides touched off by renewed 
earth temblors which shook Reno 
heavily early__ today. 
The shocks, apparently center- 


ing here, extended through the 
Sierra into northern California as 
far west as Sail Francisco and as 
fir south as Fresno in the San 
Joaquin valley. 
Three quakes, the first report- 


ed at about 4:55 a. m., were so 
severe as to knock the seismo- 
graph of the University of Ne- 
vada completely awry. 
• They \vere the latest in a series 
of shocks beginning Monday night 
when Reno was shaken seven 
times within a period of four and 
one-half hours. 


The Bell Telephone Company re- 


ported its lines down near the 
California state line a"Bout 15 miles 
west of here. 


As emergency crews were rush- 


ed out to determine the extent 
of the break, company officials said 
heavy electrical charges in the 
circuits indicated high - voltage 
power lines had fallen across them. 


The heaviest shock was timed 
at 4:55 a. m. PST (7:55 EST) and 
ivas followed by three more within 
an hour. No damage was report- 
ed immediately. 


The city had seven quakes Mon- 
day night with resulting disquiet 
among the population of 40,000 
but only very minor damage. 


Today's first temblor was pre- 
ceded by a rumble. 


At approximately the same time, 


shocks were felt in a large area 
of northern California's Sacramen- 
to valley and very lightly in San 
Francisco.

Air Force proudly counted among 
its achievements today the daring 
rescue of 12 marooned airmen from 
a bleak 7,800-foot Greenland ice 
cap.Hero of the new northland saga 
is 32-year-old Lt. fcol. Emil J. 
Beaudry of Manchester, N. H. He 
landed his big specially-equipped 
C-47 
transport on the wind-swept 


cap yesterday and in 38 minute* 
was airborne again with a dozen 
jubilant passengers. 
Long hours later however only 
the sketchiest details of the dra- 
matic operation were known here. 


Washington, Dec. 29—(^—The 
government may be out close to a 
half million dollars for the whole 
series of events that led up to yes- 
terday's dramatic rescue of 12 air 
force men from a Greenland ice 
cap.

ON AIDING CHINESE NATIONALISTS 
It ie not easy to put a finger on day, date and decision 


and say, "Here was the crucial error in America's policy 
toward China." Perhaps it is not even possible. But, as 
the Nationalists slip rapidly toward total collapse, it it 
clear that some crucial error or errors were made. For we, 
as well as China, are suffering a major loss to world com- 
munism in the East. 


One evident American mistake wa» the early postwar 


effort to persuade Chiang Kai-shek to admit Communists 
to a coalition government. It was not a fatal mistake, 
however, because the effort was abandoned. A more 
serious error was Chiang's long and stubborn refusal to 
give non-Communist liberals any voice in the government, 
in spite of repeated promises and starts. 


And that was only one of many errors. For a major 


factor in the Nationalists' present plight was China's 
policy toward America. Chiang was in a position to de- 
•mind American aid and give nothing in return, for he 
was righting to keep Asia free of Communist domination. 
What he would not or could not see was that Washing- 
ton's frequent requests for a more representative, demo- 
cratic, honest, efficient government in China were made 
for his sake as much as for America's. 


So, on top of hundreds of millions given China dur- 


ing the war—much of it squandered and wasted—we have 
given Chiang more than $2,000,000,000 worth of military 
supplies and equipment since V-J Day. 


Chiang: took this war surplus, and the Communists 


took a comparable amount of Japanese supplies which the 
Russians left behind in Manchuria. The war went on. 
But dispatches from China made it clear that the Com- 
munists were getting increasing help from a sort of un- 
seen fifth column—the inflation, corruption, hunger and 
apathy that flourished in Nationalist territory. 


American aid could do something about hunger. It 


could try to do something about inflation. But the corrup- 
tion and apathy had to be dealt with by the Kuomintang 
if they were to be dealt with at all. But things went 
on the same for some time. -Then suddenly they started 
going from bad to worse. 


Now there is talk once more of a coalition government. 


Such talk is worse than pointless. One has only to re- 
member Czechoslovakia to know what that would mean. 


Probably the best hope for Nationalist China today is 


to try to get the Communists to accept the territory they 
now hold and permit the Nationalists to govern what is 
left. 


-In such an event, the United States would probably 


have to step up aid to Nationalist China to the limit of its 
puree. The question would not be whether Chiang or his 
successor would use that aid wisely and effectively. The 
question would be whether it might not be cheaper to 
aid even an improvident and inefficient China now than 
to fortify the Philippines and Hawaii and possibly Aus- 
tralia later against the threat of another Pearl Harbor 
attack from a Communist Asia. 


NEEDLESS DENTISTRY 


Senator Joseph H. Ball, chairman of Congress' joint 


"watchdog" labor committee, has been meeting with the 
authors of the Taft-Hartley Law and other colleagues. 
Their purpose is to put more teeth into that labor statute. 


But Mr. Ball and Mr. Hartley won't be around when 


the new Congress convenes. The GOP has lost con- 
trol, and Taft-Hartley seems doomed. So it is obvious 
that they are merely trying to put teeth in a temporary 
plate. 


It seems to us that these ambitious legislators would 


be more realistic if they just let labor-management rela- 
tions chomp as best thej' can for a little while until the 
incoming Congress can start work on a permanent set of 
legal dentures.

Attorney For 
Burglars Ask 
Re sentencing 


Franklin, Dec. 29—Sentences of 


seven and a half to fifteen years 
in the Western Penitentiary were 
imposed Tuesday on Eugene O'- 
Shea, 42, of Titusville and Hey 
Brewer, S3, o* Corry, who were 
convicted in November of burglary 
in connection v-ith tne entry of the 
Slye implement storo at Seneca. 
The sentences will not be put 
into effect immediately 
because 
Attorney John A. Heyison, counsel 
for Brewer, who arrived in court 
after the men had been sentenced, 
filed a motion for resentencing1. 
While this does not affect O'Shea, 
he will be held in jail until Judge 
Lee A. McCracken disposes of 
the motion in Brewer's, case. 
Th« purpose of Attorney Heyi- 
son's motion, presumably, is to 
enable him to address the court 
on behalf of his client. 
Neither defendant was repre- 
sented in court by counsel when 
they were arraigned Tuesday fore- 
noon, and when Judge McCracken 
asked them if they had anything 
to say why sentence should not be 
pronounced upon them both shook 
their heads negatively. 
Sentence was then passed with- 
out comment by the Judge. The 
whole procedure was very brief 
and the two men were taken back 
to jail. 
v When Attorney Heyison 
arrived shortly afterward he filed 
liis motion and Judge McCrack- 
en is expected to pass on it soon. 
If the sentences are not modi- 
fied, O'Shea and Brewer will have 
to serve at least seven and a half 
years, unless, of course,,they are 
pardoned or their sentences com- 
muted. If their conduct in prison 
is exemplary they can be paroled 
at the end of the minimum sent- 
ence. 


Members of the State Police 
who were active in developing 
and presenting: the case against 
O'Shea and Brewer were in court 
when sentences were passed, but 
had no part in the matter. 
The trial of the two men con- 
sumed two and a half days, but 
the Jury deliberated only 28 min- 
utes in reaching a verdict. 
Both 
defendants denied any connection 
with the Slye burglary. 


Soon after the trial, Attorney 
Heyison filed «. motion for a new 
trial for Brewer, but later with- 
drew it. 


The sentences date from August 
16, 1948, the day the two men were 
arrested in Titusville. 
They have 
been in custody ever since, being 
unable to furnish ?10,000 bail. 
There are four other 
charges 
against the two men. One is for 
breaking into the Otto-Cupler Tor- 
pedo Co. factory near Titusville 
and the other is for burglarizing 
a feed mill at Bear Lake, which 
was destroyed by fire starting 
from blowing of a safe. If the 
Venango county sentence is car- 
ried out, it is doubtful if these 
charges will be pushed.

Cunningham has a detainer that 
was to take effect in the event 
that O'Shea and Brewer were ac-

That's pretty carefully 
stated.
